J^EN RY CLEWS, New York financier, h as th e following to say in h is 
weekly rev iew on th e war and bu siness: No abatement can be d etected 
in war-time activ ities, wh ich grow more and more intense as th e stru ggle 
progresses. 
At th is writing th e ex pected renewal of Germany ’s great d riv e 
h as 
not 
materialized , presu mably becau se of incomplete preparations. 
Meanwh ile th e strength and morale of th e Allies is stead ily rising, largely 
owing to th e rapid lnflu ex of American troops into France. 
Th is mov ement 
is now progressing at a rate of probably 10,000 per d ay , wh ich is h igh ly 
satisfactory to American ex pectations and d ecid ed ly th reatening to th ose 
of Germany . 
Th e longer th e enemy 's offensiv e is d elay ed th e more com­ 
plete will be its d efeat. 
Time works more effectiv ely th an ev er against 
th e Central Powers, wh ich find th e pacification of Ru ssia increasingly d iffi­ 
cu lt, th e new su pply of food and raw materials below ex pectations, and 
d issensions in Au stria constantly increasing. 
By contrast, th e Allies are 
working togeth er more h armoniou sly th an at any period of th e war; th eir 
Strength Is rising as American preparations approach th eir max imu m, and 
each d ay strength ens confid ence in u ltimate German d efeat. 
Th e one great 
h ind rance to peace is Germany ’s blind ness to th e real Allied situ ation. 
Du ped as th ey are by military lead ers, wh ose all is at stake, th ere seems 
to be no way ou t ex cept figh ting to th e bitter end u ntil we h av e completely 
smash ed th e cru el au tocracy wh ich th reatens th e freed om of th e civ ilized 
world . 
It is ou r d etermination as a nation to d eliv er th at final blow; and 
ev ery particle of strength th at we possess sh ou ld be spent for speed ing th e 
war and h astening th e d ecisiv e moment. 
As repeated ly intimated in th ese ad v ices, Gov ernment control of in­ 
d u stry mu st logically go on u ntil complete in all instru mentalities neces­ 
sary for prosecu tion of th e war. 
Ad equ ate efficiency can only be attained 
th rou gh h igh ly centralized or single control; h alf way meth od s being inad e­ 
qu ate and confu sing. 
Hence nearly all ou r great ind u strial activ ities are 
rapid ly coming u nd er a series of d istatorsh ips, wh ich in tu rn fall into th e 
h and s of Presid ent Wilson, wh o tod ay is th e greatest d ictator th e world h as 
ev er seen; albeit h e fortu nately h appens to be a benev olent one. 
As a war 
measu re th ese steps are necessary , and h av e met with u niv ersal pu blic 
approv al. 
WTh en peace comes many will be retraced , and many will not. 
Th e most important d epartu re in th is d irection th is week was th e d ecision 
of Secretary McAd oo to remov e certain railroad managers and to red u ce 
u nnecessarily h igh salaries. 
In some instances su ch action will d ou btless 
Improv e th e serv ice and secu re better management, to th e ad v antage of pu b­ 
lic and owners alike. With present concentration and simplification of rail­ 
road sy stems many su perflu ou s officials cou ld u nqu estionably be ad v an­ 
tageou sly d ropped ; for, as th e v ariou s sy stems become more fu lly d ev eloped , 
riv alry d isappears, and th e necessity for skill in finance or enterprise in con­ 
stru ction becomes less u rgent. 
Tod ay new problems are fare more easily 
solv ed th an formerly ; management is simplified , and ad ministration is 
u su ally less d ifficu lt th an in th e pioneer stage of American railroad ing, 
wh en giant abilities were need ed and cou ld only be h ad th rou gh h and some 
reward s. 
Th ose d ay s h av e passed into h istory , and a ty pe < . manager is 
now requ ired qu ite d ifferent from th e Vand erbilts, th e Hu ntingtons, th e 
Harrlmans, etc.; all of wh ich were th e prod u ct of special circu mstances 
Ju st as th e old time merch ant-sea-captain h as been obliged to giv e way 
to th e mod ern captain wh o simply nav igates, so th e old ty pe of railroad 
presid ent wh o was pioneer, bu ild er, operator and financier all in one, mu st 
giv e way to th e skilled operator or engineer. 
It is d esirab'e. h owev er, th at 
th e ch ange sh ou ld be mad e grad u ally and with fine d iscretion. 
Transporta­ 
tion on a large scale calls for ex ceptional ability , and many of ou r great 
Railroad s are find ing problems th at it wou ld be ex tremely h azard ou s to 
leav e to inex pei ienced h and s. 
For some y ears to come American railroad s 
will requ ire ex pert ad ministration of th e h igh est ord er; and to d riv e su ch 
men ou t of th e serv ice for sake of economy may prov e u nwise. 
Mr. McAd oo, 
h owev er, h as h ad some ex perience with railroad ing, and mu st h av e learned 
th e v alu e of good management. Su ffice it to say th at h is mov es in th is d irec­ 
tion will be scru tinized with Intense interest; and in v iew of th e fact th at 
th e Ad ministration is now friend ly to th e railroad s and recognizes th e im­ 
portance of placing th em u pon a sou nd , self-su pporting basis, th ere seems 
to be no reason for appreh ension; especially as Gov ernment action th u s 
far h as been in th e d irection of railroad stabilization.
